Judge Montgomery stated that 
the conflict resulted in more p a trio t­ 
ism, in time of peace and better sol­ 
dier- in time of war. 
lie pointed out 
that in 1H9S when President M c K in ­ 
ley issued a call for volunteers for 
the Spanisli-Am erican war. so many 
young men enlisted that is w as not a 
question as who would m arch to the 
front hut who would remain at home. 
He said that many o f the young men 
of today emulated the valor o f their 
fathers who had fought so bravely 
land heroically during the ye ars of 
1 ’(»1 to ’6.5. 


In concluding his address 
Judge 
Montgom ery -poke o f the great ad ­ 
vancement which had been made hv 
tlie t inted States governm ent since 
the dose of the civil war. 
He showed 
that the veterans have been compen­ 
sated for their hard labor and toil for 
the preservation of their government 
by tin* results which are seen today. 
He pointed out that the Cnited States 
had intervened in the H aw aiian ques­ 
tion and had satisfactorily settled it. 
that the Am erican people had become 
interested in the oppressed conditions 


in Culm and had declared that coun­ 
try free, and given tin* C u b an s free­ 
dom and liberty and that im portant 
international 
problem-, 
which 
ap­ 
peared to h** dangerous-and cnmplex- 
ing, had been peacefully and satis­ 
facto rily settled. 
These advancement- Ju d g e M ont­ 
gomery stated would not have been 
po-sil>le 
had not 
the union 
forces 
gone forth iqkm the battle Held, to 
settle 
forever 
the 
great 
questions 
which 
were so threatening 
to 
the 
country at that time. 
The address whs well received and 
the veterans declared it was one of 
t.he best ever delivered at 11 it* Memo­ 
rial exerei-e- in till- city. 


M r. Huuterm an introduced the sec­ 
ond speaker, Rev. F. M* H uckleberry, 
who saw active service in the war. 
Mr. H uckleberry's address w as short 
but forceful. 
He -aid that the war 
was a most common subject ot con­ 
versation and discussion during the 
years of ’til and ’65 and that every­ 
one was vitally interested in the v ic ­ 
tories and defeat- of the conflict, lie 
saitl that the vision of the arm y life 
came before him on M em orial Day 
and that he could see the -oldiers in 
camp, on their long, w eary marches, 
in the deadly 
battles 
which 
wen* 
waged, and other experiences which 
were encountered during that 
time. 
He stated that the members of tin* 


G. A. R. were rapidly disappearing 
and that a fewer number attended the 
M em orial exercises each year. 
Other 
organizations can recruit new mem­ 
bers hut the G. A. R. nm-l slow ly ami 
I grad u ally decrease in membership ui - 
¡til the last member lias passed be­ 
yond. 
He said that the results had been 
worth the efforts o f the w ar and that 
the veterans should rejoice that they 
had such an im portant part for the 
preservation of their cou n try. 
lie | 
closed his address by asking tin* B o y ’s j 
M arching Club to stand and lie point- j 
ed out that it was upon them that the; 
duty fell to till tin* ranks o f the fu- j 
ture arm ies in case the country should 1 


need them. 
At the conclusion of M r. H uckle­ 
b erry’s address, the line o f m arch was j 
again formed and the parade proceed­ 
ed to the cemetery where a ceremony 
was performed at the g rave o f the 
last deceased veteran, the late W il­ 
liam G. Durham. 
The \Y. R. ('. also 
held services over the grave <»i the 
late Mrs. M a ry Byrne.
